litically-powerful Hodge on his 
side if an Illinois Commerce 
Commission bill regulating 
such concerns as Mississippi 
River Fuel should come before 
the Illinois Legislature. He 
opposed the bill. 

He also said he 
Hodge's help to block state ap- 


proval for construction of a 
natural gas pipeline by a com- | 


pany that would compete with 
his firm. 
Barred by SEC. 

The SEC yesterday an- 
nounced the indefinite suspen- 
sion of Dougherty from prac- 
tice before the commission for 
“improper professional con- 
duct” in connection with the 
$5000 payment. 

In announcing Dougherty’s 
suspension, the SEC said it 
“took into consideration the 
nature of his misconduct,” the 
fact he is over 60 years of age, | 
and has had an active and sub- | 
stantial practice for 37 years)

Dougherty had given false test- 
imony early this year in a SEC 
investigation into whether

Denying he was guilty of 
unethical or improper pro- 
fessional conduct, Dougherty 
told the SEC the sum in- 
volved was “a measly little 
$5000 compared with over

state auditor. 

Then Dougherty § added: 
“With respect to the actual 
things I did, I may have made 
a mistake. Maybe it wasn't the 
thing to do.” 

Preferred Friendly Attitude. 

Explaining the $5000 given 
to Hodge, which has not been 
repaid, Dougherty testified 
that “if I refused the loan, I 
probably would have _incul- 
cated in him an unfriendly 
attitude and I decided to make 
the loan to him because I 
much preferred that he have a 
friendly attitude toward me.” 

He said Hodge had request- 
ed the money as a “loan” and, 
at the same time indicated he 
would be of any help to the 
attorney he could. 

Dougherty disclosed in testi- 
mony last March 5 that he 
gave the $5000 check to Hodge, 
although in previous. testi- 
monies he had refused to 
identify the recipient of the 
money, saying, only that he had 
given the check to a friend in 
“southern Illinois” as a loan. 

The attorney told the SEC, 
it was disclosed today, that he 
had drawn the check in Tre- 
sponse to Hodge’s request for 
a loan in February 1955. Hodge

We are glad to know that at last 
something will be done to help us 
bring our communities up to a 
healthful and comfortable standard. 

But I want to go on record as a 
eitizen'of Elmwood Park of not be- 
ing in favor of total land clearance 
—and ‘of our land being bought 
from wus, and sold to the highest 
bidde¥® for industrial purposes. 

We realized our community was 
not up to standard, and we began 
to do something about it by organ- 
izing ourselves in a community 
club several years ago. We have 
been able to do a few things with 
the aid of the St. Louis County 
Health Department and the County 
Council. 

We are, however, in favor of re- 
habilitation. We need water over 
the entire area; also sewers and 
roads: And we need houses with 
modern conveniences. 

We want to keep Elmwood Park 
as our home. This is where our 
schools and churches are, and this 
is where we want to live—mainly 
because there is no place to go. Of 
all the new subdivisions going up 
in and around St. Louis county for 
low Income families, there is none 
for the Negro people. 

So there would be no place for 
us to go except to the city in those 
worn-out, rat-infested houses given 
up hy the masses of white people 
moving to the county. 

e want to remain here. Im- 
provements must be made without 
displacing any families who want 
to live here.

Up to Mr. McElroy 


The first major step taken by Secretary of De- 
fense Neil McElroy since he took office on Oct. 
9 was intended to straighten out the badly 
snarled missiles program. Although it had the 
outward appearance of vigorous action—the first 
by the Administration since Sputnik was an- 
nounced—there is no evidence that it is any- 
where near adequate, 


Secretary McElroy, in a memorandum to the 
Secretaries of the Army, Navy and Air Force, 
asked them to send him personal reports each 
week on their individual work on missiles. Here- 
tofore the Secretary of ‘Defense has received 
such information second-hand, from his special 
assistant for missiles. But was it not to be 
taken for.granted that both Charles E. Wilson 
and his successor, Mr. McElroy, would be on the 
alert to sé@ that.they had all the necessary in- 
formation ou such @ crucial program—especially 
since it had for years been in difficulties? And 
particularly since missiles are in the forefront of 
the most advanced weapons system? 

* . * 

Secretary McElroy also asked that any prob- 
lems be pinpointed for his immediate attention 
and promised his “constant availability to assist 
in the solution of any problems.” But what is 
so new or unusual about that? When Secretary 
Wilson appointed his missile czars he always 
gave them such backing when he announced 
them. And President Eisenhower, in a statement 
made after Trevor Gardner resigned last year 
in great dissatisfaction as Assistant Secretary of 
the Air Force for Research and Development, 
declared: “Positive orders have been issued sev- 
eral times that the guided missile program has 
priority over any other in the Defense Depart- 
ment.” 


Just as it is difficult for the public to under- 
stand why missiles did not actually receive 
this priority and attention in the past, so it is 
going to be difficult to assume that Secretary 
McElroy’s repetition of what has been said be- 
fore is going to be any more effective in the 
future. It is up to him to demonstrate the 
contrary. 


Another revelation that makes the missiles sit- 
uation even more startling comes from the re- 
port from Aviation Week, a reliable magazine, to 
the effect that the United States has been watch- 
ing Russian missile firing for more than two 
years with powerful radar sets in Turkey. If 
military intelligence has been able to track 
Soviet missiles and thus know just what prog- 
ress the Russians are making, why has not the 
necessary effort been exerted to straighten out 
our missiles program long ago? 

° + ° 


The question is whether administrative im- 
provements of any kind that Secretary McElroy 
can make will lead to sufficient co-ordination 
and concentration of effort. He is at the top 
of a pyramid formed by three services con- 
ducting—with all their binding traditions and 
crippling jealousies—their individual missile 
projects. 


Can he reach down Into the lower levels where 
so much of the trouble lies and clear it up? His 
multiple responsibilities—aside from the missiles 
program—as Secretary of the Defense Depart- 
ment are enormous. If the missiles program, 
or at least the intercontinental ballistic missile 
part of it, were set up in something approaching 
the Manhattan project that achieved the atomic 
bomb, it would lift the load from his shoulders 
and offer a better chance of success. 


The strongest objection could be that we are 
so near to achieving the ICBM that the weapon 
would be delayed by shifting to a Manhattan- 
setup. If Secretary McElroy is not sure of suc- 
cess, and if he rejects the Manhattan project 
that so many scientists are advancing, he will 
have to bear the full weight of responsibility for 
the consequences. 
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Last Call for Anglers 


It is time for a premonitory word to all the 
members of Izaak Walton’s ancient brotherhood 
of the angle. Missouri's trout season closes 
Nov. 1—midnight a week from Thursday—and 
that leaves barely time enough to make prepara- 
tions for the last fishing expedition of the year. 

Because of the pursuit of bread and butter, 
not to mention happiness, Our Own Fishing Cor- 
respondent may not get in that last trip into 
the Ozarks. That is because he used up his 
time in following the late Calvin Coolidge to 
Wisconsin's Brule in quest of seven-pound “steel- 
heads.” He landed no such monster. Neither did 
anybody else in sight. But who cares? Catching 
big ones is of minor importance when wading the 
fast, splashing, sun-dappled, rock-strewn waters 
of one of the world’s grandest trout streams. The 
early frosts of the northern woods provided the 
best of all excuses for taking eye off fly and 
line: the flaming maples and the gold and white 
birches set against the encircling background of 
evergreens and blue sky.

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A Sputtering Boom 

Economists are allergic to “doubling in brass” 
as prophets. Their job is to describe conditions 
as they are, rather than as they may be in the 
future. Yet since the future is shaped by the 
present, economists do notice trends, and they 
feel obliged now and then to speak a warning 
word. 


So on the same day when Hugh Gaitskell, for- 
mer British Chancellor of the Exchequer, was 
saying that there is “at least a minor world 
slump” ahead, J. A. Livingston, the financial 
commentator, reported that “the 12-year boom 
is sputtering again;” Frank Miller, University of 
Missouri economist, warned of an economic de- 
cline, probably mild and of short duration; and 
several others spoke in more or less the same 
vein. 

These men are not alarmists, intent on push- 
ing the “panic button.” Far from it.

The present situation 
simply emphasizes an old truth: sound prosperi- 
ty does not just “happen” without effort, plan 
or forethought. ) 


Once More: No Tricks 

The Supreme Court’s refusal to review a deci- 
sion knockirig out the Virginia pupil placement 
law follows a pattern consistently laid down 
ever since the original 1954 decision against pub- 
lic school segregation. 

In this case as in dozens of others, the Su- 
preme Court has said in effect that it will not 
countenance attempts to circumvent the 1954 
decision by legal trickery. When are the re- 
maining segregation states going to make up 
their minds that the court means what it says? 

It is now three and a half years since & unani- 
mous court instructed public school systems to 
halt racial discrimination “with all deliberate 
speed.” Only the border states and a few scat- 
tered districts in Tennessee and Arkansas have 
as yet complied. The pace has been far more 
deliberate than speedy. But neither the court 
nor public opinion has been disposed to force 
too rapidly a readjustment which all who are 
familiar with the problem recognize as a diffi- 
cult one. 

What some elements in the segregation states 
cannot seem to understand is that though the 
wish to move slowly commands some sympathy, 
the effort to extend this into not moving at all 
is a very different matter. 

Surely that is the lesson of Little Rock, where 
President Eisenhower's use of federal troops 
has won general support over the nation as a 
whole despite many people’s misgivings about 
intervention in such a drastic form. The Little 
Rock plan for compliance is the very essence 
of “deliberate speed.” It will take seven years 
to accomplish and at present involves no more 
serious “social problem” than the enrollment of 
nine Negroes in a total of 2000 students at Cen- 
tral High School. 

No community could move much more slowly 
than this. When the segregationists with Gov. 
Faubus’s blundering aid sought to destroy even 
the Little Rock pace by terror, they hardened 
the nation’s heart against them. So it is well 
that the Supreme Court has issued one more 
reminder to the segregation states: 

“Move slowly if you must, but move.” 
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The Man in the Missile 


Standing and waiting has become something 
else again since John Milton wrote “They also 
serve who only stand and wait” three centuries 
ago. A timely reminder of it has come from 
publication in the Rome newspaper Il -Tempo 
of a report of a revolutionary manned missile 
which functions as an interceptor. 


The missile as described takes off almost ver- 
tically from the joint power of a jet engine and 
a rocket, and is guided electronically from the 
ground. It zooms toward its target like a mis- 
sile, at a speed approaching the heat barrier, 
and still under remote control. Once it reaches 
the general area of the target, its own radar 
takes control, steers it closer to target and 
fires a volley of deadly rockets. 


Up to this point the pilot is simply a fellow 
who has not been heard from. Presumably he 
has been in the back room boning up on his 
pinochle, or maybe getting a little shuteye. At 
any rate, now that the skill, the heroism and 
the heat of battle are all over, and nothing 
remains but to pick up one’s hat and go home, 
the pilot at last takes over and performs the 
service that—machine or no machine—proves 
the intervention of the human mind is still in- 
dispensable. He picks up his hat and goes home. 


It’s the first instance of just exactly that type 
standing and waiting we call to mind running 
across, and we can’t help wondering what Milton 
would have made of it if it had occurred to him 
as he was writing his famous line. 
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Progress Toward H-Power 

A joint United States-British announcement in- 
dicates a scientific “breakthrough” which may 
mean a political advance as well. 

Leading researchers in the atomic field from 
both countries met at Princeton University under 
the aegis of the United States Atomic Energy 
Commission and the United Kingdom Atomic 
Energy Authority. The statement issued by the 
conferees says some nuclear fusion experimental 
devices have been yielding neutrons—and in the 
past it has been difficult to identify these non- 
charged particles as arising specifically from a 
fusion process. The significance of the discov- 
ery is that it is one step toward harnessing the 
H-bomb (fusion) reaction for peaceful uses. 

Indeed, it may be that British science is large- 
ly responsible for this development, or for even 
greater progress. A London Daily Express re- 
port last week stated that the United Kingdom 
Atomic Energy Authority had announced the 
production of 1,000,000-degree centigrade heat 
in experiments. The problem of using fusion 
for productive use involves creating and con- 
trolling heat a hundred times as great, but the 
British scientists appear to be moving ahead 
rapidly. 

How does this spell a political breakthrough 
as well? It proves that British science is en- 
tirely capable of keeping up with, and of ad- 
vancing, nuclear progress. This is not a special 
province of the United States or of Russia. Much 
of the knowledge that went into the pro 
duction of the atomic bomb came from Britain, 
and other countries; and the British worked 
with us on the Manhattan Project. They have 
outdistanced us in building, at Calder Hall, the 
first commercial-scale atomic power plant. And

Geophysical Year—Three Views Between Book Ends

Two political scientists agree that international scientific co- 
operation should benefit mankind, and perhaps help govern- 
ments to work together also; third warns of military implica- 
tions in IGY, says facts obtained can be used for good or ill.

Before the development of radio 
about every 20 years a few scien- 
tists from several countries would 
co-operate to make these simultaneous 
observations, During the second half 
of the nineteenth century these periods 
of scientific co-operation were known 
as “International Polar Years.” 

Many new tools enlarge and faeili- 
tate the work of these scientists today. 
Simultaneous world-wide co-operation 
is, however, still essential to achieve 
the desired accurate results. 

Instead of a few scientists backed 
by research academies, governments 
must today participate directly to 
carry the financial burden. The mil- 
itary value of some of the new tools, 
particularly rockets, as well as the 
need for accurate earth measurements 
in strategic bombing has made govern- 
ments interested in this research. 


With the intervention of many gov- 
ernments the “International Polar 
Year” originally planned for 1957 was 
therefore expanded into the “Inter- 
national Geophysical Year” (IGY). De- 
spite this change the tradition of in- 
ternational scientific co-operation is 
not broken and, as before, all investi- 
gations are co-ordinated between the 
participating governmental groups. 


In the same way United States rock- 
et satellites will circulate around the 
earth in complete disregard of pos- 
sible violations of other nations’ rights 
to airspace above their territories. 
Thus one of the most promising tools 
for stellar exploration will have an un- 
impeded trial. Since mankind's civil- 
ization has evolved largely on the 
basis of precedents there is hope that 
the intergovernmental co-operation, 
achieved in the “International Geo- 
physical Year” will result in a further 
working together between nations.

Heart and Athletics 


By Peter J. Steincrohn, M.D. 


EAR DR. STEINCROHN: My teen-aged son wants to 

become a track athlete. Is there any danger that he 

may get enlargement of the heart? Sincerely, Mr. J.D. 

ANSWER: Most doctors agree that the normal heart 
can take most of the athletic sports in stride; and not 
become “strained” and overlarge. If your son hs been 
examined carefully; if hig heart is normal beyond question 
--then you have nothing to be concerned about, Mr. J.D. 

A recent paper by Dr. Joseph B. Wolffe in the Lancet 
confirms the belief that prolonged athletic activity doesn't 
necessarily cause abnormal enlargement of the heart. He 
bases his conclusions on a 25-year study of about 800 
athletes (high school, college, amateur and professional). 
They engaged in tennis, football, basketball, rowing, speed 
skating, and many were cross-country runners. 

Dr. Wolffe measured the heart shadows obtained by 
X-rays. The measurements in the athletes did not vary 
essentially from those of nonathletes.

Teaching Children to 


E teach sight reading to- 
W as in the schools—that 

is, the children read a 
whole phrase, or a short sen- 
tence, at sight, based on mem- 
ory of the words printed on the 
page. That is quite as it should 
be for several good reasons. 
It speeds reading. The reader 
does not stop to identify each 
word. It gives the reader the 
thought that is in the phrase or 
sentence and we read, or we 
ought to, to get meaning from 
the words. It allows the eyes 
to sweep along the line, in- 
stead of stopping, jerking 
along, from word to word. 


But this will not teach chil- 
dren the way to master the 
strange words he meets and 
that must be done if he is to 
have real ability to read.

Instruction 
seems to mean putting some- 
thing in. There can be no 
education in any system of 
training which asserts that man 
is just a glorified animal, or 
that he has no supernatural 
destiny or a soul that has po- 
tentialities for communing with 
the infinite.

On the contrary, education 
should assert that’ we are not 
risen beasts, but fallen angels;

. HYDE PARK. 
AM just back from two days 
in Memphis and St. Louis. 
it is interesting to find that 

wherever you go now people 
are talking about the advance 
of science in the Soviet Union, 
I don't think they are as pan- 
icky as Washington seems to 
be, but it is well for the people 
as a whole to realize that all 
scientific diseoveries have a 
bearing on our security and 
that if we wish to negotiate 
for peace we must negotiate 
from strength and not from 
weakness. 


I am a Mttle surprised to 
see that Secretary Dulles is 
threatening the Soviets in the 
same way that hehev 
boastfully threatens us, Both 
men, I am sure, know that the 
use of atomic weapons is un- 
thinkable because of the de- 
struction they will create, and 
that if .we use them the Soviets 
will use them. 


No responsible person today 
can actually want to see an 
atomic war, and that should be 
made clear by the State De- 
partment. We should certainly 
try to keep superiority in scien- 
titie weapons, but we should 
make it clear that the only rea- 
son for doing so is that we 
want to make it safe for ne- 
gotiation for a real reduction of 
arms and for a peaceful world.

Accident-Prone|

NEW YORK, Oct. 22 (AP). 

NE out of five of the 95,000 persons killed in accl- 
0 dents in America in 1956, it is estimated, was accident- 

prone. 

“Accident - proneness ts a disease—a psychosomatic 
manifestation of a dis- 
ease process,” said Dr. 
John Henderson. Dr. 
Henderson, Medical Di- 
rector of Johnson & 
Johnson, New Brunswick, 
N.J., is one of a growing 
number of experts in the 
field who feel that the 
nation’s high accident 
rate cannot be effective- 
ly lowered until it is 
realized that accident- 
proneness is an ailment, 
just as are alcoholism 
and heart attacks, and 
proper treatment is em- 
ployed. 

The accident toll last 
year, beside 95,000 dead, 
included 9,500,000 in- 
jured, of whom 350,000 
suffered permanent phys- 
ical impairment. The 
National Safety Council estimated the cost at $11,200,000,- 
000 in property damage and time lost from work. 

As the result of careful studies scientists now feel they 
ean often detect by psychological tests the accident-prone 
person, who is usually either maladjusted emotionally or 
immature in judgment, or both.

“ACCIDENT-PRONENESS is partly a matter of age,” 
said Dr. Henderson. “It is not altogether an accident that 
the leading cause of death from the age of 1 to about 25 
is—accidents. This is the period of greatest rebellion, 
repression and emotional conflict. After 30 the tendency 
to have accidents begins to fall off. But there is much 
truth in an old adage of the insurance business—after 
three accidents luck is no longer the major factor in the 
picture.” 

Are you accident-prone yourself? You may be, accord- 
ing to Dr. Henderson, if— 

(1) You are fundamentally resentful against anyone or 
anything in life; carry a deep personal sense of guilt, or 
brood about your problems while you are at work or 
behind the wheel of a car. 

(2) You haven't won the acclaim you feel you deserve 
in an important field, and you drive fast or dangerously 
merely to call attention to yourself. 

(3) You become flustered in any emergency, and react 
emotionally—instead of with mature and immediate judg- 
ment, 

x * 

“THE ABILITY to recognize these feelings of resent- 
ment and guilt is the key to gaining maturity,” said Dr. 
Henderson. “Otherwise, they are polite ways of self- 
murder, leading the individual unconsciously to destroy 
himself. I believe that at least half the accidents in indus- 
try and the home and on the highways could be avoided. 
But this requires two things—the ability of accident-prone 
individuals to have insight into their personality problems 
and face up to the task of becoming well adjusted; the 
detection by psychologic tests of accident-prone persons 
who are a menace to both themselves and others on the 
highway or in many industrial jobs.” 

But is it possible for an accident-prone person ever 
really to become safe? 

“Yes, very definitely,” said Dr. Henderson. “He should 
talk out his problem with friends, his minister, his physi- 
cian. Once he recognizes his problem, and adjusts to it, 
he can become a safe person.” 

But he does have to face his problem—and conquer it 
by growing up. !

Pastor of One Church for 50 Years 


_The Rev. Alfred Doerffler to Retire Half-Century After Founding of Pilgrim Lutheran

HE Rev. Alfred Doerffler 

is a preacher’s son who de- 

cided before he was out 
of the fifth grade to follow 
his father into the pulpit. 
He is tall, bald, with blue 
eyes which twinkle behind 
rimless glasses. He is 73 
years old and a_ bachelor, 
and his personality is a combi- 
nation of quiet inward hap- 
piness and. professorial so0- 
lemnity. 

But around the area of Fair 
and West Florissant avenues, 
Pastor Doerffler ig more than 
all this. He’s an institution. 

Not for many years, when 
these generations have gone 
away, will people think of Pil- 
grim Evangelical Lutheran 
Church without thinking of 
Pastor Doerffler. He's the only 
pastor the church has ever had. 
And now 50 years to the day 
after dedicating it as a tiny 
mission in the midst of a corn- 
field, he’s stepping down. 

On Nov. 3, he will officially 
retire and instal] his successor, 
the Rev. Milton J.Nauss. Pastor 
Doerffler will become pastor 
emeritus. 

It was on the afternoon of 
Nov. 3, 1907, that Pilgrim 
Church was dedicated to serve 
a congregation which had as 
its nucleus five Lutheran fam- 
lies. For a year or two, the new 
church was in reality a child 
of its sponsor, Grace Lutheran, 
but by 1909 it was ready to 
stand on its own feet. 

From that day to this, not 
a single special collection has 
been taken to meet building 
needs. The money has been 
ready when the need appeared. 

That money has taken Pil- 
grim from a one-room base- 
ment to a $375,000 plant, and 
Pastor Doerffler was guiding 
it every step of the way. 


He told about it the other 
day as he sat in his study and 
glanced back down the years. 
As his memory rolled back to 
the half-century mark, and a 
little beyond, he saw a tall 
young lowa-born student at 
Concordia Seminary, listening 
to lectures in Latin, reading 
the Bible in its original text, 
taking gymnastics as a stren- 
uous leisure-time activity, and 
walking miles from schoolroom 
to pulpit to save money. 


He saw his appointment as 
assistant pastor of Grace Lu- 
theran and recalled the deci- 
sion to establish a new church 
in the northwest section of the 
city, a church he was destined 
to lead for the rest of his ac- 
tive career, his first and only 
pastorate with full responsibil- 
ity. 
“That was the way I wanted 
it,” he said. “When I dedicated 
the church that day, I felt that 
here was were I would stay.” 

In that segment of St. Louis, 
the city had still not crept up 
to meet the countryside, and 
clusters of homes dotted the 
prairie land. People paid $10 a 
month rent, 10 cents a dozen 
for eggs. Few homes knew the 
luxury of electricity and only 
the elite talked on the tele- 
phone. 

But the young seminary 
graduate and his small congre- 
gation saw what was coming 
and threw in their lot with 
those who envisioned a west- 
ward-growing St. Louis. They 
spent their first money for a 
basément room which served 
as Sunday School and church 
edifice. Then as the neighbor- 
hood began to grow, they en- 
larged the basement, then built 
the superstructure, then added 
a wing and, in 1939, erected 
an educational building to ad- 
join the stone church. 

And nearly every Sunday of 
its half-century of growth, 
Pastor Doerffler has been in 
the pulpit. Thirty years ago, 
he added another facet to his 
ministry when he began a 
weekly series of radio broad- 
casts at 8:30 on Sunday morn- 
ing over KFUO. 

That means that he is at 
the church early on the Sab- 
bath for his radio sermon: 
teaches a Bible class at 10 
and preaches at 10:45. At 9:30, 


a forum discussion which is 
recorded on tape during the 
week, is broadcast. 

But Pastor Doerffler has 
never been content with a busy 
schedule at his own church. 
Through the years he has kept 
looking around to see if other 
neighborhoods didn’t need new 
churches and ministers, too. 

As a result, Pilgrim has 
helped start four new churches, 
all in new and growing com- 
munities: Berea in Riverview 
Gardens: Unity in Bel-Nor; 
Atonement in Florissant, and 
the Village Church in Ladue. 
In addition to a substantial 
cash gift, from Pilgrim to Ber- 
ea, Pastor Doerffler adminis- 
tered the church affairs and 
arranged for student pastors 
to fill the pulpit. At Atone- 
ment, he himself preached 
whenever he eould be away 
from his own pulpit. Pilgrim 
also bought property for Atone- 
ment until the church could 
finance its own loan. 

All four churches are now 
on their own feet, thanks to an 
energetic clergyman and a gen- 
erous-hearted church with 
memories of its own mission 
heritage. 


a 
OW, even though Pastor 
Doerffler is stepping down 
from his active work, there 
appears to be no slowing down. 
His shoulders remain erect; his 
eyes keen. Retirement will 
bring no rocking chair to him. 

It will, however, give him 
more time to continue two of 
his favorite peripheral activi- 
ties, calling on the sick, and 
writing. He is the author of 
numerous devotional and ex- 
planatory works on religion, 
and he takes the same philoso- 
phy and comforting words into 
hospital sickrooms throughout 
the St. Louis area. 

A naturally optimistic and 
happy man himself, Pastor 
Doerffier is no voice of gloom 
when he visits ill parishoners. 
Even in the presence of immi- 
nent death, he retains a mood 
of hope. 

“I don't feel it is my busi- 
ness to tell a man he’s going 
to die,” he said. “That's up to 


the doctor. I'm there to help 
him look upward with faith 
and forward with courage. If 
anyone ever needs encourage- 
ment, it’s when he is ill, and I 
feel that’s a pastor's responsi- 
bility. I see lots of sorrow, but 
I never get the blues.” 

The quiet-spoken theologian 
has faced his own bad times. 
In 1920 he suffered a back 
injury and doctors said he 
could not walk again. He spent 
two and a half years in a cast 
—all the time keeping up with 
his ministry and continuing 
with his Sunday worship serv- 
ices—and at the end of that 
time he insisted that the cast 
be removed. He had never let 
doubt enter his mind. 

“Christianity is a religion of 
joy,” he said. “I always tell 
my young people that they are 
supposed to have fun. I can 
go to anybody in the world 
and give him a message of 
hope. 

“The basic trouble in our 
world today is selfishness. The 
Christian must learn that the

“If anything should happen 
ef a catastrophic nature,” he 
smiled, “don't expect me to 
start running. I'll probably be 
right here at the church help- 
ing out.” 

That's where he would want 
to be, because 1n the past 50 
years he has never been far 
from his people. When he isn't 
at the hospital making sick 
calls or in his office to see 
visitors by appointment or 
drop-in callers, he usually can 
be found at the home at 4165 
West Florissant, which he 
shares with his sister, Miss 
Adele Doerffler. 

Their father, the Rev. A. C 
Doerffler, died in 1945, and 
their mother lived with the son 
and daughter here until her 
death last January.

Dear Martha: 
BOUT a year ago we moved into our new home in a 
small Illinois town. Most of the neighbors were friendly 
at first, but for some unknown reason the woman across 
the street stopped speaking. Shortly after this, we received 


word that she was spread- 
ing rumors about us. 
Then her 11-year-old boy 
began abusing our 4-year- 
old boy to the point that 
we feel he isn’t safe away 
from his own yard. Most 
of the other neighbors 
are very cool to us when 
she isn’t around, and we 
believe it’s because they 
fear what she will do if 
they are friendly with 
someone she dislikes. We 
know she suffers from 
guilty feelings about a 
domestic situation but we don’t feel this gives her the right 
to make our lives miserable. We were warned about her 
when we moved in but disregarded it because she was our 
most friendly neighbor for the first few months. Does this 
thing occur often and, if so, do you have any suggestions 
as to what we can do about it? A READER. 


Yes, in fact, it does occur often, and it is always hard 
to understand why*one person should suddenly take a dis- 
like to another and make life miserable for him. I’m sure, 
in analyzing the situation, you have tried to look back to 
see if in any possible way you offended her. Some people 
are so sensitive that they take offense at something which 
wouldn’t affect another. But, if you were warned against 
hér and she has this kind of reputation, apparently the 
trouble is within her, not in anything you have done. You 
must, of course, protect your child from physical abuse. 
And on this, I would talk with the mother first of all. 
Approach her in a calm and pleasant (as pleasant as pos- 
sible under the circumstances) manner and ask to discuss 
it with her. You might say, “Mrs. Blank, if we have done 
anything at all to offend you, won't you talk it over with 
me?” Apparently this isn’t at all your fault, but how much 
better to be willing to share the blame than to keep your- 
selves involved in an unpleasant neighborhood situation. 
Of course, if she wants to remain an enemy, then about all 
you can do is to accept that fact for the time being and 
ignore her. Just be careful not to discuss her with the 
neighbors or do anything to fan the flame. She may come 
back as quickly as she went away.

MERICAN homemakers have been telling each other 
Aw anyone else who would listen what they don't like 

about modern homes. Recently 100 of them got to- 
gether at the Congress on Better Living, sponsored by a 
woman's magazine, and discussed their likes and dislikes. 
Most of them, it turned out, want more room, bigger 
heuses, bigger lots, and more privacy indoors and out. 

Most of them wanted a second bathroom, a den for 
their husbands, a room for each child, and a dressing 
room for themselves. They did not like “development” 
homes but preferred houses with individuality, or at least 
some distinctive exterior colors or details. 

Among their pet peeves were listed picture windows 
with no view, high, small bedroom windows, venetian 
blinds, plastic wall coverings which pretend to be some- 
thing else, forced air heating, insuffictent insulation, ovens 
and appliances that are hard to clean.

AMONG THE THINGS they wanted most were listed 
a basement, more closets and storage space, more elec- 
trie outlets, family room, new kitchen, and such niceties 
as air conditioning, dishwasher, and clothes dryer.
